REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

A. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-51 and 69-73 are pending. Claims 52-68 have been canceled without 
prejudice in response to the Restriction Requirement. 

B. Response to the Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner asserted that the present claim set is directed to three distinct inventions 
and requested that the Applicant elect one of the following groups of inventions: 

I. Claims 1-51 and 69-73, drawn to a method for treating sexual dysfunction via 
inhalation of apomorphine, classified in class 514, subclass 284. 

II. Claim 68, drawn to a drug loaded blister pack comprising apomorphine, classified 
in class 424, subclass 489-502. 

III. Claims 52-67, drawn to an inhaler, classified in class 128, subclass 202.17. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, Group I, claims 1-51 and 69-73, 
drawn to a method for treating sexual dysfunction via inhalation of apomorphine, classified in 
class 514, subclass 284.
